Tile i^pivil of revolt has cntered the colleges: everywhere 
student? .■^;■o hri-'akin>r the chains of compulsion: everywhere 
there is rostlessno.-^.s and discontent, .\inerican universitie.s de- 
clared themselves apainsl compulsory military drill in a nation- 
wide vote recenlly taken : compulsory chapel remains, ant iquat- 
ed and discredited, in a few universities: the findings of t,he 
Dartmouth Report .-îre earnestly discussed in student circles: 
and compulsory lectures are in turn tacitly tolerated as a neces- 
sary iiKoniive to early rising, or loudly condemned as an un- 
beaiTibio nuisance not to be count'chanced. There are outcries 
everywhere Hg.^infi student over-ororanization and student supcr- 
demon.-iration. It is inovit.^blc. therefore, in this great outbunst 
of indign.-.tii.r. which is sweeping over the American college not 
to include in !l..s swailie such an arrant posturer and wind-bag 
as the American College Professor. 

But professor and student alike will wonder — where is this 
converf<'jti:in going onV Where and by whom are all these mat- 
ters being discus.sedV The lecture-room student is as docile and 
ossified a.s ever, lîe enters the Great Factory of Education 
as conipjacently as the tiiousands who had entered before him 
am! leaves as gloriously branded O.K.. or in more academic 
term.s. B.A., M.A. He vxorships with the same dog-like devo- 
tion tJie footbali hero, his clas.';-president and the infallible judg- 
ment oi' his professor. True, Homo Collegianus to-day is a?. 
vapid ;;ii'J lil'i-'less as the collegiate booboisie always has boen. 
But l.hei'j e.Kist.^ in c^very universit>' a small civilized minority, 
intelligent, enough to be discontented, sophisticated enough to 
scoff and to ridicule, and whatever life and student thm^ht 
there is in a university emanates from them. , 

The better student has lost much of his respect for the dross 
of the Ph. I). He feeis thni tilings are not all they might be; 
that perhap.-> the injunction of tJie profes.sor "to take this. by dic- 
tation" may be disobeyed without suffering any serious loss. 
He re.scnis, often havijjg lectures dictated to him and feels with 
President Nicholas i^lurray Einit-r "that the professor who reads 
his lectures insuRs the printing-press." He regards with con- 
tempt the exhibitions of superficiality so often clearly apparent 
and finds no solace in t he assurance that his professor had known' 
his subject thoroughly once, lie does not like, also, having cer- 
tain definite hojkt- assigned to hini to bfd learned from "cover to 
cover'" when he thinks he should be j-riveii, rather, a list of books 
■on the subject to choose from and decide for himself whicli he 
shall read. He li.'iUîns with amusement, too, to the professor 
■who ma:' if "St:-: liis ci.-^^sinity in telling liis classes what a liberal 
man he is aiid how mucti bettei- his methods than any other 
man's He resimts the monotony of having to attend lectures in 
whici) n'.it'aing more exr-i'.ing happens t'nan the faithful enumera- 
tion of certain facts v.;iicl) he might have, most likely, been able 
to obtain in a cleare)- fashion in some reliable book. 

/There i.s an urgent need in the American university for 
provocativi; teachers. This was publicly noticed by Dr. Glenn 
Fruuk. ill'' new f)ri'.';id<'iit of the University of Wisconsin, who 
recently jipir.iinted Dr. Al''>:<nidiT Meiklfjohii to the post of pro- 
fessor of i>bili).'/'piiy ;ii i\'i,sconsin bfccau.s<.' ln' i,s a "provocative 
.teacher". The ti.\ iianiic :sLudent who has an opinion to exjjress 
feels that lie .should not have to wait until e,xamination time to 
do ,so l.iiif iiiai I'lii- |i.'"ti-.ssor siioukl so '.onduct Ills clfj.sses as to 
])rovoke di.scu.s.sion ainoiig.st the sludents. it is of course ri- 
diculous to expect a freshman cla.ss in the elements of chemistry 
to eiigiiK' ill !! livfly di.Hcussioii on the physical and chemical 
pi'operties of iieliuni hut in classes where there are almost sure 
to be conflicting opinions such a.s economics, history, philo.sophy, 
literature. ]).sycholog.v, and kindred .subjects, students feel tiiat 
they siiuuld 1;' yftoided the opportunity of expres.'iing them and 
should not sub.ii;i t to a dissection of the problem with the 
mathematical precision that belongs to the exact sciences. For 
the ordinary siudent, liw du.'Iaid, fliei-e is no such need and as 
long as univer.siiies continue to mirvv. the needs of the majority 
we shall havt; liis counterpart, the boring Ph.D. ' 



THE CERCLE AGAIN. 



Word reaches us that the Cercle Français has again made 
a monientou.s decision at one of it;s meetings and has decided 
that lectures aic tin; most inipoilant, .source of education at col- 
lege. That lectures are essential in a college goes without «ay- 
ing, and that they arc the hasis of the univei'sity there is no 
doubt. But to say ilial they aie the most important source of 
education at a univer.sity is cej-tainly incori'cct. The lectures 
in realif.y aie me)-ei.\' jjcgs uijon whicii the students must hang 
the results of iheii- own el'forls. Indeed the Cercle Fi'ancais 
would do well to persue once again the chapter in Dr. Leacock's 
'*My Di.scovery of England" in which he emphatically enunciates 
the case foi- tlie inadequacy of a system whereby students be- 
come nieru receptacles lor the ideas and thought of the profes- 
Jprs. The lectui-e should in reality merely serve to guide the 
.'student, meicly serve to plant certain germs of thought to be 
followed oui to tlieii- logical conclusion. There is too much of 
this acceptance of everything doled out to the student as a grant- 
ed thing ui)on which jio more might be said. A deeper considera- 
tion of the lecture problem, than that given by the Cercle Fran- 
çais on Monday night, would indeed be a welcome thing at Me
